e. R® SKOB: 

a. last seen in Munich on 8 January 1956. 

b. BANDERA said SKOB arfived in MUnich in 1953 frbm Ukraine, went 
to England, worked with British, came bade to Munich, 
disapperesd (UPHILL rep could not state whether "working 

with British “might mean that he ahd been redispatched 
to the Ukraine and returned a second time to Munich). 

c. Three theoreis re SKOB's disappearance — British rubbed him 
out as RIS ("removed him"), Soviets called him back to the 
East, SB of CUN/B "forcibly removed " him (bad him 
liquidated). UPHILL has no real evidence for backing my 
of these three theories. 

f. Re BOHUN. 

Friend of SKOB, in the fall of 1955 there allegedly was an 
"operation" designed to bring BO-UJN to the West, specifically 
to the U.ft. Prior to starting bis exfiltration BOHUN allegedly 
warned OUN/B xrabctk that SKOB was dntty. 

UPHILL rep was told that U.S. allegedly involvement with BOHUN 
is false, and UPHILL rep wasunable to give Source of their 
report, promised to attempt to get same.
